The  Ryan  Case. 

>  The  Citizen: 

The  facts  of  this  case  seem  to  lie  that 
r.  Ryan’s  application  for  a  hotel  license 
Montclair  was  opposed  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  one  hundred  on 'the  ground  that 
he  had  violated  the  Sunday  law;  that 
they  proved  their  case  to  a  certain  extent, 
and  that  after  the  evidence  was  all  in  Mr. 
Ryap  was  allowed  to  withdraw  his  appli¬ 
cation.  These  seem  to  lie  the  apparent 
cts.  The  Ar.  World  has  bun-owed 
r  motives  and  lias  thrown  out  a  good 
Mil  of  ilirt  in  its  search. 

The  only  fact  about  the  whole  case 
worthy  of  notice  is  the  uction  of  the  cour  t 
_  allowing  the  withdrawal  of  the  appli¬ 
cation.  The  statute  provides  that  a  re¬ 
fusal  to  grant  a  license  shall  be  final  for 
one  year.  The  ellect  of  allowing  a  with¬ 
drawal  is  to  permit  an  application  to  be 
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made  at  the  next  term  Inasmuch  as  no 
applicant  would  withdraw  unless  pretty 
certain  of  defeat,  it  apjiear*  to  lie  an  at 
tempt  to  evade  the  law,  esj  >eciiillv  when 
the  withdmw&l  is  made  after  all  the 
damaging  testimony  is  in. 

Whatever  opinion  one  may  hold  as  to 
the  policy  of  opjx»sing  the  best  places 
and  not  the  worst  the  law  should  be  en¬ 
forced  until  rejiealed.  Lex. 

A  Handsome  Fire  House. 

For  some  ni  flis  Essex  H.  A  L.  Co., 
No.  1,  have  l*eeii  making  improvements 
in  their  bouse  and  they  inrite  la  lies  and 
gentlemen  who  may  l**-so  inclined  to  vis¬ 
it  the  house  and  make  an  ins]>ecti'  >u.  On 
entering  one  would  fail  to  recognize  the 
old  house.  The  truck  room,  (iOxlti  ft.,  is 
finished  in  varnished  cherry  with  a  wain¬ 
scot  of  ash  and  black  walnut.  Midway 
in  the  room  on  the  right  is  a  hydrant  to 
be  used  for  filling  the  tire  extinguishers 
and  cleaning  apparatus.  In  the  rear  of 
the  room  are  two  marble  basins  w  ith  run¬ 
ning  water. 

Ecru  shades  cover  the  windows,  and 
from  a  gilt  moulding  are  suspended  num¬ 
erous  pictures.  A  large  self-feeding s-ti  >ve 
stands  in  the  rear  of  the  truck  aud  pre¬ 
vents  the  extinguishers  and  force  pump 
frpm  freezing.  The  t^uck  stands  on  an 
angle  iron  track,  so  pitched  that  on  open¬ 
ing  the  front  doors  one  nnui  can  easily 
run  the  truck,  weighing  upwards  of  3,000 
lbs.,  into  the  street. 

Back  of  the  truck  room  is  the  company  j 
meeting  room,  connected  by  large  folding 
doors,  covered  by  heavy  portieres.  A  fine 
brown  matting  covers’  the  lloor  and  the 
room  is  heated  bv  a  small  parlor  stove. 
A  handsome  fom  fight  gas  fixture,  w  ith 
cut  colored  globes,  is  suspended  from  the 
ceiling,  which  is.  blue  with  a  gold  orna¬ 
ment  in  the  centre.  The  walls  are  drab 
with  a  pretty  frieze  and  gold  moulding 
at  the  topi  Maroon  silk  and  jute  lambre¬ 
quins  cover  the  cardinal  shades  on  the 
windows.  Numerous  pictures  are  on  the 
walls  and  and  among  them  are  framed 
likenesses  of  James  H.  Way,  the  first 
Foreman  of  the  company,  and  of  their 
loved  member,  John  Chambers.  In  the 
real*  of  tins  room  is  the  bell  tower  and 
fire  alarm  bell.
